Sword Revival Campaign Foretaste 


Amputee Veteran Gloriously Converted; Dr. and Wife Won 
Through “What Must I Do to Be Saved?”; German Youth 


Yields for Full-time Service; 


Entire Family Wiped Out in 


Nebraska; Borrowed Book Wins Couple, and other reports

Although the gigantic “Revival by Mail” Campaign an- 
nounced by Dr. Rice in last week’s Sword is only beginning, 
there are already evidences that God will bless. We’re look- 
ing for much blessing from His hand. 


Indicative of what we expect 
God to do is this letter from Har- 
old Scott Gravatt who lives in 
Corsicana, Texas.

Amputee Veteran Converted 


“Gladly has the enclosed state- 
ment been signed, and giadly, oh, 
so eagerly are these poor words 
written.

I do, with all my heart, with all 
its sorrow, love and yearning, con- 
fess Him as my Saviour. 
 *T am 53 years of age; have 
lived, what seems to have been, 
an eternity in sin. I am a World 
War I Vet. Both my legs have 
been amputated, and all my fin- 
fers, excepting the thumb and 
pointer finger of the right ‘hand. 
I ‘have tasted physical pain but it 
was sweet as compared to the bit- 
ter cup of anguished remorse from 
which I drank so deeply through 
all my sin-blighted years. There 
are no depths of depravity or 
degradation to which, at one time 
or another, I have not sunken... 
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but God knows all about it. 
Through the precious blood of 
Jesus I, who was lost in sin, have 
been redeemed. Though I may 
never be able to forget them, all 
those sins have been forgiven. The 
Holy Bible says it’s so! 

“Though I thhave been torn on 
the rack of conviction for several] 
weeks, it was only two days ago 
that I learned how wasted were 
my tears, my ‘heartbreak; how 
useless was my desperate prayer 
and supplication, ‘...O God, my 
God—forgive me.’ What my brok- 
en ‘heart was begging God to give 
me, He was ‘holding out to me all 
the while. 


“Please accept my heartfelt 
gratitude and thanks for your 
booklet-message, ‘What Must I 
Do to Be Saved?’ I humbly thank 
God for it. And I thank God for 
the man who brought it to me; 
who knelt by my wheel-chair and 
prayed for me; who held my 
mutilated hand in his and looking 
into my tear-blinded eyes—almost 
down into my heart, it seemed— 
said: ‘Harold .

100,000 Attend E. J. Daniels Meetings in Kingston 


We've just been reading the official report of the mis- 
sionary revival conducted in the capitol of Jamaica by Dr. 
RH. J. Daniels and party January 7-21. 
It is a report to gladden the heart 


of any Christian. 


During the campaign 1,268 persons 
dealt with by personal workers pro- 
fessed a saving faith. Hundreds of 
others returned to God from their 
backslidden condition. On the closing 
night 20,000 people attended and 252 


answered the invitation call. 


Speaking of the campaign Dr. Daniels,

Christ Died to Save Sinners, 
Not Good Men 

Oh, I beg you, see it today! You 
are a poor, lost sinner, a Hell- 
bound sinner! Your heart is black. 
You have hardened your heart, 
you have resisted the call of God, 
you have rejected Christ. However 
good you are in man’s sight, you 
are a terrible sinner, and unless 
you turn to Christ you must spend 
eternity in Hell. A SINNER! That is 
what you are. Admit it in your 
own heart, confess it to God. You 
are a sinner and you need saving 
worse than you need anything else 
in the world. 


If you have settled in your heart 
that matter, then you are ready 
to learn God’s answer to your 
question, ‘“‘What must I do to be 
saved?” 


Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 

Here is God’s simple way to be 
saved. You are a sinner, your 
heart is wrong, you cannot save 
yourself, you are already con- 
demned. The thing you are to do 
then, to be saved, is to simply 
trust the Lord Jesus with that 
matter. When you do trust Him, 
then you have God’s promise “thou 
shalt be saved.” 


I do not mean that you are sim- 
ply to believe that there is a God 
or that there is a Saviour. Devils 
believe that and tremble (James 
2:19). You can believe that a cer- 
tain physician is a good doctor 
without calling him to be your 
doctor when you are sick. You can 
believe that a certain man is a 
good lawyer without taking him 
as your lawyer to defend your 
case. You are not just to believe 
the truth about Jesus, you are to 
believe on Him, that is, depend 
upon Him, risk Him, trust Him; 
and when you do, you are saved. 


Not Saved by Good Works 

Of course, you do not deserve 
Salvation. There is nothing you 
can do that will make you worthy 
of it. You cannot be saved by keep- 
ing the ten commandments, for 
the Scripture clearly shows that 
you have not kept them. Romans 
3:20 says: 

“Therefore by the deeds of the 
law there shall no flesh be justi- 
fied in his sight: for by the law 
is the knowledge of sin.” 


The same thing is told in Gala- 
tians 3:11 which Says: 

“But that no man is justified 
by the law in the sight of God, it 
is evident: for, The just shall live 
by faith.” 

Many, many Scriptures repeat 
again and again that there is no 
salvation through human _ good- 
ness. 

“Not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but accord- 
ing to his mercy he saved us, by 
the washing of regeneration, and 
renewing of the Holy Ghost.’— 
Titus 3:5. 

“FOR BY GRACE ARE YE _ SAVED 
THROUGH FAITH AND THAT NOT OF 
YOURSELVES; IT IS THE GIFT OF GOD: 
NOT OF WORKS, LEST ANY MAN 
SHOULD BOAST.”—Eph. 2:8-9. 

We had as well admit then, that 
no man deserves saving and no 
man can save himself. Salvation 
must be free or the sinner could 
never get it. In fact, it takes blood 
to pay for sin, for the Scripture 
says: 


“Without Shedding of Blood Is 

No Remission”’—Hebrews 9:22 
“For when we were yet with- 

out strength, in due time Christ 

died for the ungodly.”’—Rom. 5:6. 

“All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of 
us all.”—Isa. 53:6. 

Peter tells us that all of us are 
bought by the blood of Christ: 

“Forasmuch as ye know that ye 
were not redeemed with corrupti- 
ble things, as silver and gold, from 
your vain conversation received by 
tradition from your fathers; But 
with the precious blood of Christ, 
as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot.”—I Peter 1:18-19. 

Every lamb, bullock, heifer, 
goat, turtle dove and pigeon of- 
fered in the Old Testament times 
on the altar pictured this, that 
man, a guilty sinner, must have 
some innocent one to shed his 
blood to pay for man’s sins. Jesus 
died for our sins, and, thank God, 
salvation is bought for every man 
in the world, if he will have it, as 
the free gift of God. 

“For the wages of sin is death; 
but the GIFT of God is eternal 
life through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.”’—Rom. 6:23.

| : : that tannot save you. Baptism 
S| does not save, does not keep any- 


body saved, it is only an act of 
duty for those who have already 
found Christ as their Saviour. A 
mortal life or lodge membership 
or good citizenship, these must all 
fail to bring salvation, for it is 
“not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but accord- 
ing to his mercy he saved us” 
(Titus 3:5). Don’t depend, then, 
on what you do, but on what 
Jesus did and promises to do for 
you. 


What About Repentance? 

Does not the Bible say that we 
must repent? Yes, the Bible plain- 
ly says that “God... command- 
eth all men every where to re- 
pent” (Acts 17:30), and again, 
“Except ye repent, ye shall all 
likewise perish” (Luke 13:3,5). 
This was the preaching of John 
the Baptist, of Jesus, of Peter and 
of Paul, that men should repent. 
And certainly repentance is God’s 
plan of salvation. The trouble here, 
however, is that men misunder- 
stand what repentance means, and 
there has grown up an idea that 
repentance means a period of 
weeping and mourning over sin, 
or sorrow for sins. This idea comes 
from the Douay Version, of the 
Bible which instead of ‘“repent”’ 
says “do penance.” So the place 
of inquiry, where people should he 
taught the plan of salvation from 
the Bible, in revival meetings, be- 
came “the mourner’s bench” and 
thousands of people have been 
taught that God would not hear 
their prayer nor forgive their sins 
until they went through a process 
of sorrow and mourning over their 
sins! 

Do not misunderstand me. God 
is anxious for you to have a peni- 
tent, broken heart over your sins. 
You have gone away from God. 
You have trampled under foot the 
blood of Jesus Christ, wasted 
years of your life which you can 
never live over again. You have 
served your father the devil. 
There is plenty for you to weep 
over, and I am not surprised if 
you feel deep shame and sorrow 
in your heart that you have so 
mistreated the God who made you 
and the Saviour who died for you. 
I am not surprised if you cannot 
keep back the tears! But what I 
want you to know is that tears 
or no tears, however much sorrow 
you may have in your heart, or 
not have, those things do not save 
you. 


You ought to be sorry for your 
Sins and ashamed of them. ‘“God- 
ly sorrow worketh repentance” (II 
Corinthians 7:10)—the right kind 
of sorrow leads to immediate re- 
pentance, but mourning is not it- 
self repentance, 

“Could my tears forever flow, 
Could my zeal no respite know, 
These for sin could not atone; 
Thou must save, and Thou alone.” 

To repent literally means to 
have a change of mind or spirit 
toward God and toward sin. It 
means to turn from your sins, 
earnestly, with all your heart, and 
trust in Jesus Christ to save you.

You can see, then, how the man 
who believes in Christ repents and 
the man who repents believes in 
Christ. The jailer repented when 
he turned from sin to believe in 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Instant Salvation 

The jailer did not go through 
a period of mourning. He was told 
to believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ; he did just that and was 
saved, and his whole family was 
saved the same way, immediately, 
the same hour of the night. Every- 
where you look through the New 
Testament you find that people 
were saved all at once without 
any process, without any period 
of mourning. Zacchaeus, up a tree, 
trusted Jesus and made haste and 
came down, and received Him joy- 
fully (Luke 19:6-9). Jesus said, 
“This day is salvation come to 
this house.” When Peter told 
Cornelius and his assembled 
household that they could be saved 
by believing, immediately “while 
Peter yet spake these words,” the 
Seripture says, the Holy Spirit 
came on them and they were hap- 
pily saved (Acts 10:44-48). The 
thief on the cross, wicked sinner 
that he was, who a few minutes 
before had been railing at Jesus, 
was saved immediately when he 
inquired of Jesus (Luke 23:42-43). 
In the first chapter of John verses 
35 to 49, we see where Andrew, 
Simon Peter, Philip and Nathanael] 
were all converted, one by one, 
immediately by faith in Christ. 
There is no record of ‘any person 
in Bible times who was ever told 
to wait, or mourn, or weep over 
his sins before trusting Jesus and 
being saved! One who believes in 
Christ has repented. Repentance 
and faith are the same thing put 
in different words, and neither re- 
quires a long period of time, nor 
a process of mourning and Sor- 
row. 


Salvation is instantaneous. All 
that keeps you today from being 
saved is the wickedness of your 
heart that holds on to sin and will 
not run to Jesus to trust in Him 
for salvation. I beg you, turn in 
shame and sorrow from your sins 
this minute, and trust in Christ 
and be saved! 


Can One Be Saved Without 
Prayer? 

In the Bible there are many 
cases of sinners who prayed like 
the thief on the cross or the pub- 
lican in the temple. In fact, Ro- 
mans 10:13 says: 


“For whosoever shall call wpon 
the name of the Lord shall be 
saved.” 

Many people believe that a sin- 
ner cannot be saved without a 
period of prayer, without con- 
sciously calling on God. However, 
the Bible does not say that a sin- 
ner must pray in order to be saved. 
In fact, immediately following the 
verse in Romans 10:13 is an ex- 
planation which shows that call- 
ing on God is an evidence of faith 
in the heart and that it is really 
faith which settles the matter. 
Read it again. 

“For whosoever shall call upon 
the name of the Lord shall be 
saved. How then shall they call on 
him in whom they have not be- 
lieved?”—Rom. 10:13-14. 

The Lord encourages the sinner 
to pray, and the Lord hears and 
answers the sinner’s prayer, if that 
sinner trusts in Jesus Christ for 
salvation when he prays. He heard 
the prayer of the thief on the 
cross, of the publican in the tem- 
ple, of blind Bartimaeus. But the 
Scripture says, “How then shall 
they call on him in whom they 
have not. believed?” Certainly 
every one who is to be saved must 
believe. Prayer is evidence of faith. 
No matter how long one prays, 
if he does not trust in Christ, he 
can never be saved. If he trusts 
in Christ without conscious prayer, 
then he is saved already. There 
is just one plan of salvation and 
just one step a sinner must take 
to secure it. That step is to be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ! 


Some way we preachers nave 
left the impression on this poor 
world of sinners that God is hard- 
hearted and that it takes many 
tears and loud cries and long pe- 
riods of sorrow before He will 
hear and save the sinner. We have 
left the impression that God does 
not care whether sinners are saved 
or not, and that sinners must some 
way touch the heart of God and 
get Him ready to forgive. What 
a slander on a good and holy God 
who “so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that 
WHOSOEVER BELIEVETH in him 
should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” Man’s sins are al- 
ready paid for, God’s wrath is al- 
ready turned away from. any Sin- 
ner who wants to be saved. Both 
the Father and the Son are a mil- 
lion times more anxious to save 
every sinner than the sinner can 
be to get saved! Thank God, I do 
not have to beg God to forgive

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my sins. He will do it the minute 
I am willing to trust it with Him. 


How to Get the Change of Heart 


This simple way of being saved 
by faith seems so easy, and it is. 
Some sinner may say, “But I 
thought one must ‘have a change 
of heart.” So you must, dear sin- 
ner, but that is God’s part. Jesus 
was talking to Nicodemus when 
He said, ‘Ye must be born again,” 
and in the same chapter He tells 
Nicodemus how to get the new 
birth. 

“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.”—John 3:16. 

The change in your heart, sin- 
ner, is God’s part and you may 
be sure He will attend to that. 
Your part is to simply believe in 
Him. Whatever else is necessary 
in your eternal salvation, the Lord 
attends to when you trust in Him, 
or believe in Him. 

How Should I Feel? 


Some people have an idea that 


the change of heart is a matter of | 


feeling. Some do not want toclaim 
Christ as Saviour until they have 
the mysterious feeling that they 
want. Do not let the devil deceive 
you here. I believe in heartfelt 
religion, and thank God for the 
joy which He gives to me day by 
day. But the Bible nowhere tells 
how one must feel before he is 
saved, nor does it anywhere say 
how you will feel after you are 
saved. In fact, people do not feel 
the same. Feeling varies with the 
person saved. Some cry when they 
are saved, some laugh, and a few 
shout aloud the praises of God. 
One is no more saved than the 
other, What you want, dear Sin- 
ner, is Salvation, and you should 
be satisfied to feel any way that 
will please the~Lord, just so He 
forgives your Sins. 


Be sure you notice another fact, 
too, and that is that you cannot 
feel right until you get right. Re- 
joicing does not come before you 
trust the Lord. One does not feel 
the result of medicine before he 
takes it. The Children of, Israel, in 
the wilderness, bitten by fiery ser- 
pents and at the point of death, 
were not healed and did not feel 
healed until they looked to the 
brass serpent on the pole (Num- 
bers 21:6-9). People are not saved 
by feeling, they are saved by trust- 
ing in Christ. The prodigal son, 


away from home in the hogpen, 
decided to arise and go to his fath- 
er, but he did not feel good. He 
was without shoes, clothed in rags, 
without the ring of sonship, with- 
out any evidence of his father’s 
forgiveness, perishing with hunger! 
Yet he arose and came to his fath- 


in his father. Thank God, his fath- 
er received him, like God receives 
every sinner who will come. And 
when the prodigal boy has sat 
down at his Father’s table, with 
shoes of the gospel of peace, cloth- 
ed in the garments of the right- 
eousness of Christ, with the ring 
of sonship on his finger, eating the 
fatted calf at the right hand of 
the Father, happy in His love, 
then he has plenty of feeling. Feel- 
ing comes after salvation. Leave 
the feeling with the Lord and 
come to the Saviour by faith to- 
day. 

After you are saved, you will 
get peace and joy out of following 
the Lord in baptism, reading His 
Word, winning souls and other- 
wise pleasing Him. You need to 
go to the Lord again and again 


day by day for the joy of a Chris- 
tian life. But thank God that sal- 
vation is settled once and for all 
when you simply depend upon 
Christ as your Saviour. 


What About Public Confession 


Every person who is. saved 
‘ought to publicly confess Christ. 
Matthew 10:32 and Romans 10:9 
plainly teach that God will claim 
as. His child any of us who will 
claim Christ as our Saviour, but 
we simply confess with the mouth 
what we have already trusted in 
our hearts. Romans 10:10 con- 
cerning that very matter says: 

“For with the heart man be- 
lieveth unto righteousness; and 
with the mouth confession is made 
unto salvation.” 

To claim Christ as your Saviour 
simply proves that you trust Him 
in the heart. Likewise with all 
other promises in the Bible about 
how to be saved. “Him that. com- 
eth to me I will in no wise cast 
out,” says 6:37 and salvation is 
promised in John 1:12 to as many 
as receive Jesus. But you could 
not come to Christ without trust- 
ing Him, and John 1:12 shows that 
receiving Jesus is the same as be- 
lieving on His name. 


Dear sinner, do not make this 
a difficult matter. There is one 
simple step between you and Jesus. 
When you trust Him, everything 


A few days ago I asked Dr. 
Stenholm, our director of re- 
ligious extension, to give me 
a late report on the activities 
of our “preacher boys.” You 
see, we have matriculated here 
this year 1,202 young men who 
are preparing for the ministry. 
We have been having year by 
year for several years about 
10 or 12 per cent increase; so 
we are just running about nor- 
mal when we matriculate about 
twelve hundred. We will proba- 
bly have more “preacher boys’”’ 
next year. We, however, un- 
‘der the present war condi- 
tions are checking ministerial 
applicants more carefully than 
ever. Well, back to the work 
these ‘‘preacher boys” are doing 
now. You know, every week 
end these “preacher boys” go 
into five or six and sometimes 
seven states to preach the Gos- 
pel and witness and do per- 
sonal work. All of them do not 
go every week end, but not 
less than six hundred of them 
go out every week end. Here 
is the report of right at six 
hundred of them on a recent 
week end: They conducted 671 
public services. They dealt per- 
sonally with 2,343 unsaved peo- 
ple. They distributed 21,834 
‘Gospel tracts telling sinners 
what to do to be saved. They 
have a record of 602 clear-cut 
conversions, and there were 184 
backsliders who were reclaimed. 
Dr. Stenholm tells me that 
last week end there were more 
than nine hundred young 
preachers who went out from 
the campus—some of them a 
distance of six hundred miles 
‘ away—to try to win souls to 

the Lord Jesus Christ. I have 
. not yet been able to get this 
report. . ! 

My friends, even we folks 
here on Bob Jones University 
campus cannot fully grasp the

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bigness of the job that is being 
done by these sincere, earnest, 
consecrated Christian young 
men who are called of God to 
preach and who are willing 
to go anywhere that God wants 
them to go in order to give 
His message to lost men and 
women. Many of our students 
who are not studying for the 
ministry go out on the week 
ends, but we have given you 
just the report of the work of 
the ministerial students. 

A good percentage of these 
young men who are preparing 
for the ministry have to have 
financial assistance in order to | 
stay in school.

When he comes near enough 
for the woman to hear his voice, 
he cries out to her after the man- 
ner of the East, “Is it well with 
thee? Is it well with thy husband? 
Is it well with the child?” And 
she in turn replies, “It is well.” 
I suppose he thought that she 
would stop and tell him the nature 
of her errand to his master, but 
she pushes on past him and up 
into the presence of Elisha, where 
I suppose she sobbed out the ac- 
count of the death of her boy. 
By this time, Gehazi appears, 
and Elisha says to him, ‘Take 
this rod and go down and lay it 
upon the boy and see if he will 
live,” and just as he starts to obey, 
Elisha says, “Salute no one.” 


I never realized what this ex- 
pression meant until in the Holy 
Land I noticed the length of time 
required to complete the Eastern 
salutation, and I am quite sure 
that what Elisha meant to say 
was that there was no time for 
even the ordinary courtesies of 
life. The boy was dead, the mother 
was heartbroken, and the father 
was waiting in grief and despair, 
thinking that Gehazi might be the 
means of raising the child.

mother and I_ should pray all 
night that my brother would be 
saved?” 

I said to her, “If I were you 
I would pray all night if I were 
led to do it.” 

To my certain knowledge that 
brother had not been within four 
miles of the place of meeting. Be- 
fore ten o'clock they were on their 
knees. At twelve o'clock they 
were praying, at three o’clock 
they were still crying out unto 
God, when the mother rose from 
her knees to say, “I believe God 
will hear us,” and closed her eyes 
in sleep. I saw that young man 
the next evening stand in the 
great church and say that he had 
spent a sleepless night.

All the 
money in the world could not of 
necessity buy comfort when the 
heart is aching. A man worth 
twenty million dollars said to a 
friend of mine, “All the money I 
have ever earned and all the 
money that is today in the bank 
to my credit has never given me 
peace.” 

One of the richest men in the 
United States was walking down 
Broadway with a_ business ac- 
guaintance whom I knew. This 
gentleman said to the man of 
wealth, “I suppose you are a very 
happy man with your fortune, 
which is so far up in the millions?” 

And the many-time millionaire 
looked into the face of his boy- 
hood friend and said, “Do you 
know, I have not, with all my 
money, the peace and comfort and 
satisfaction that I had when I was 
a boy working for a dollar a day.” 

Too much of trouble on every 
side. When the day comes that you 
yourself are ill, when the day 
comes that the family cord bind- 
ing your household together is 
strained, you will need Jesus. You 
cannot get along without Him.

The 
great preacher thought he was 
going to lead in the service of a 
great funeral, but he came out 
to find only one carriage waiting 
at the door.

The father and 
the minister rode all the way from 
Boston to the cemetery without a 
word. The little casket was taken 
out and carried out to the grave. 
The man put his hand intc his 
vest pocket, took out a little key 
and unlocked the casket. He raised 
the lid, looked down on the little 
white face, closed the lid and put 
the key in his pocket. He then 
turned away from the grave, and 
rode all the way back to the city 
of Boston without a word. And 
just as A: J. Gordon left the car- 
riage he said the man reached out 
his hands, and taking hold of his 
hand with both of his said, “Doc- 
tor Gordon, wait a moment. She 
was all I had. She was all I had.” 
Sobbing as if his heart would 
break he said, “She was all I 
had.” “And,” said Doctor Gordon, 
“he was without hope.” There is 
too much of trouble. Therefore, it 
is not well with thee. 

I should like to give you two or 
three reasons why you - should 
turn to God. First, God is ready. 
All the way through the Old 
Testament story, and all the way 
through the New Testament story 
you will find this stated. From 
the very first day when He went 
walking through the garden in the 
cool of the day saying, “Where 
art thou?’ to the last sob of Jesus 
on the cross, God has been ready. 
“Let the wicked forsake his way, 
and the unrighteous man _ his 
thought, and let him return unto 
the Lord.” It is not a question 
with God as to how many times 
you have sinned, nor how far you 
have wandered, nor how black your 
life is, nor how helpless and hope- 
less you are. God is ready. 

Second, Jesus is ready. I heard 
Mr. Moody say once in his preach- 
ing that when Jesus was upon 
Patmos He gave His message to 
John. which we find in the Re- 
elation, which is a mysterious 
Book ‘to many people. Before the 
Book was closed, He told John 
to put something in for everybody, 
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and Mr. Moody said, “I can im- 
agine him putting this in the Re- 
velation: ‘And the Spirit and the 
bride say, Come.’ And I can im- 
agine Jesus saying to John, ‘But 
they won’t understand that ex- 
actly, make it plainer.’ Then he 
wrote, ‘Let him that heareth say, 
Come,’ ”’ 

But there will be some who 
won't hear, and “so, said Mr. 
Moody, there was added, “and let 
him that is athirst come.” But I 
imagine him saying that there 
will be some that are athirst and 
won't know it. And so the invita- 
tion is given that is as broad as 
from everlasting to everlasting, 
which reaches down to the low- 
est and up to the highest.

This week I have a suggestion for my preacher breth- 
ren. | remember how shocked I was some years ago when 
a pastor told me that he never won a single soul to Christ 


outside of the pulpit. Again, 


once when a sinner came to 


Christ and I led him to a certain evangelist the evangelist 
asked me to instruct the convert further. “I don’t know how 
to do that,” the evangelist said. 


I say, it is a shocking thing for 
a preacher not to be an earnest 
and skilled and successful personal 
soul winner. And I want to sug- 
gest that every preacher who reads 
this start a new emphasis on per- 
sonal soul winning in his own life. 
All of us have a tendency to be- 
come professional in our ministry. 
A man who has the pastorate of a 
strong church, feels the burden of 
leadership there, feels he must 
feed the saints of God and must 
carry on his work as the leader of 
the flock. Well and good; but still 
that is not the main thing. God’s 
plan is that every individual should 
be a personal soul winner and that 
is even more obligatory upon a 
preacher than upon others. A 
preacher who is to tell others how 
to live must be right on the main 
thing; he must be a personal soul 
winner. 

Jesus was continually winning 
souls privately. He talked to Nico- 
demus personally. He talked to the 
woman at the well of Sychar. He 
won the dying thief personally. He 
took time to win the sinful woman 
who wept over His feet and dried 
His feet with her hair. He saved 
the woman afflicted with an issue 
of blood who stooped down and 
touched His garment in a crowd 
and told her she was forgiven. We 
ought to follow our Master in this 
matter. :

I suggest that you make a visit 
to the local jail. Nearly always 
somebody there can be won to 
Christ.

And if the cases 
are too hard and you cannot get an 
immediate decision, leave litera- 
ture and go back to see them the 
next day. 

Make a visit to the local hospi- 
tal. Nearly always the hospital 
will allow a pastor to visit, and 
nearly always poor, lonely, tired 
people will be pleased to have the 
pastor come for a word of prayer 
and a good handshake. Make sure 
that you ask them if they know 
the Saviour and if not ask if they 
will allow you to have a short 
prayer and if they will be willing 
for you to ask Jesus to come right 
in today and save them. They will 
be glad. People in hospitals are 
easier to win than people on the 
outside. 

I suggest that if possible you go 
visit a rescue mission: Surprisingly 
this, one of the most fruitful places 
for soul winning in the world, is a 
field that the average pastor does 
not take advantage of.

how many came to Christ as the 
result of a-direct personal effort 
and appeal on the part of some 
faithful believer. The response has 
been uniformly the same, a major- 
ity always declaring that they had 
sought and found the Lord be- 
cause of the individual effort of 
some individual. | 

The individual approach is the 
most effectual for the preacher. 
Anevangelistic pastor in Cincinna- 
ti some time ago laid his hand on 
the arm of a fine young man as 
he was leaving the church, looked 
him in the eye, and asked him if 
he was a Christian. The young 
man evidently welcoming the 
question, replied, “No sir, I have 
heard you preach every Sunday 
for seven years, but I am not a 
Christian yet.” The two walked 
together into the pastor’s study 
and within five minutes the young 
man had made the great sur- 
render and declared his faith in 
Jesus Christ. Seven years of bril- 
liant preaching had fsited; five 
minutes alone together and the 
soul was won. The minister can 
instruct and impress from the 
pulpit, but in order to win he 
must come into close “grips” with 


- the lost. 


It is likewise effectual for the 
teacher. A choice boy presented 
himself for church membership 
one Sunday morning. “Harry.” said 
the pastor, “how does it happen 
that you are here? There is no 
revival on, and others are not 
seeking the Lord; tell us how it 
is that you come confessing 
Christ.” 


Harry studied for a moment and 
then said, “It is like this: last 
Sunday morning my teacher said, 
“Wouldn’t you like to walk with 
me in the park this afternoon? 
I have something very important 
I want to talk with you about.’ 
Now, we boys are always glad to 
be with our teacher, so I said, 
‘Sure, you may count on me.’ At 
four o'clock teacher and I were 
walking together in the park. We 
sat down on a rustic seat and 
teacher said, ‘Harry, I want you 
for the Lord Jesus. You know I 
have long prayed for this, and I 
asked you to come out here with 
me alone that we might settle 
this great question.’ Out there in 
the park I gave my heart to the 
Lord, and now I want to be bap- 
tized and live among his people.” 

What is true of the preacher and 
of the teacher is equally true of 
every other worker—if we will 
win men we must deal with them 
personally; nothing can take the 
place of the personal touch. 


Church officers have found that 


the individual approach will avail. 


Dr. Cortland Myers in the stir- 
ring booklet entitled The New 
Evangelism, tells how a faithful 
minister assembled his official 
Board and opened his heart to 
them, telling them of his convic- 
tion that the deepest need in the 
church which they served was per- 
sonal effort and individual ap- 
proach to the lost. He told them 
of his deep concern because souls 
were not being saved. And he de- 
clared with much earnestness his 
conviction that the failure of the 
church was probably due to their 
failure in that they were not go- 
ing personally to the lost to warn 
them of their peril. He asked how 
many had ever won a soul to the 
Saviour. Only two out of fifteen 
present had reason to believe that 
they had ever been thus used. 


As the pastor pressed this duty 
on their consciences, the men were 
aroused and tears attested their 
deep conviction. One of the men, 
a banker, had four sons grown 
to manhood who had never con- 
fessed Christ. His heart smote him 
for his neglect. He left the room 
in silence. He hurried to his home 
resolved to make amends for his 
neglect. Before the morning’s 


‘dawn, he had talked and prayed 


separately for each of those “four 


_gons and had besought them to 


seek the Lord. The next Sun- 
day those four sons presented 
themselves for membership in the 
church. The next morning when 
this banker went into his office, 
the first man who came in to see 
him was a trusted employe who 
was not a Christian. Closing the 
door the banker said to the young 


man, “I have something to talk to} 


you about. I am glad we are alone. 
Do you know that I have been a 
Christian ever since we have 
known each other?” 


The man stood dazed before 
him, but replied “Yes.” 


“Do you know that I am now 
an elder in the Presbytemian 
Church?” 


Still more surprised, he replied, 
ee. 


“Haven't you thought it strange 
that I never spoke to you about 
your relation to Christ?” 


“Yes, sir,” said the man, “and 
I have been in your office a 
hundred times and not only won- 
dered why you didn’t say it, but 
waited for you to do so.” 


Dr. Myers declares that in that 
business office that morning an- 
other soul was added to Jesus, 
and thus one church officer learn- 
ed the joy and experienced the 
power of a personal dealing with 
lost men. 


Parents likewise must depend 
on the face-to-face individual ap- 
peal. Some one tells of a boy who 
came to confess Christ. When the 
pastor asked him what brought 
him to Jesus, the rather startling 
reply was, “‘A cigarette.” Then the 
boy hastened to explain: “I smok- 
ed my first cigarette. I did so in 
secret, but my father somehow 


‘discovered my sin. I thought he 


would be angry, and expected him 
to punish me. Instead, my father 
sorrowfully talked to me of his 
pain for: this folly and then told 
me of his grief for my sins in 
general. He told me how much he 
wanted to see me come to Christ. 
And, sir, I knelt down alone with 
my father and right there I gave 
myself to the Lord.” 


II. How Shall We Deal with the 
Individual? 

Win respect and affection. It is, 
of course, essential first of all that 
we who would win the child to 
Christ shall command his quali- 
fied respect. Young people are 
exacting in their demands. Their 
standards are somewhat inflex- 
ible and their demands are rigid. 
Later they will learn to make al- 
lowance and will know more of 
the temptations and battles of life. 
At present they have their ideals 
and woe to their elders if they fall 
short or in any wise disappoint 
their expectations. It is possible in 
one single hour of laxity or swerv- 
ing to shatter the confidence of 
the adolescent boy or girl. 

It is scarcely less important to 
win love. It is one thing to com- 
mand respect, it is a higher thing 
to draw out love. 

A teacher stood alone with her 
pupil in the quiet of the evening; 
“Louise, do you love me?” For 
response the child pressed the 
teacher’s hand and gave her an 
impulsive kiss. “But, Louise, if you 
love me, I want you to love my 
Saviour.” How many children and 
older people have come to love 
Jesus because they had learned to 
love someone whose life is devoted 
to Him. 


Seize the opportune time. This is 
always a matter of prime conse- 
quence in winning the lost. There 
are critical moments when the 
Spirit seems to set ajar all doors 
of approach to the soul, moments 
when the gentlest whisper will 
penetrate to the deep recesses of 
the heart. Such times may come 
at the most unexpected seasons. 
We should watch for them as the 
watchman watches for the morn- 
ing. It may be that under the 
teaching of a lesson or under a 
sermon the Spirit will begin his 
work and will call for our cooper- 
ation to carry that work to com- 
pletion in salvation. It may be 
that some sorrow or disappoint- 
ment will bring the opportune 
time. Such time will most likely 
come all unexpectedly and there 
may be nothing more than a sigh, 
a question, a yearning in the voice 
to serve notice that the way is 
open for the word touching the 
Saviour. 

“T remember very well,” wrote 
a young man, “the morning I 
packed up my things to go and fill 
a situation in the city, how my 
mother prayed for me and said, 
as she thought of the temptations 


I should be subject to, ‘Oh, Wil-| 
liam, how I wish you were a 
Christian!’ I wished so, too. She 
hoped all would be right. When 
that day I went into the garden 
to say good-bye to father and he 
saw me coming, he turned his 
head to hide the tears, and he 
reached out his calloused hand, 
calloused for me, and bade me seek 
the Saviour. I promised him I 
would, and I did.” That father 
and mother, after years of waiting, 
spoke at an opportune time, and 
their son was converted. 

Find the clue to the soul. In 
every life there is some natural, 
easy way into the inner soul, some 
simple key which will fit that 
special door and open it for the 
gospel message. We succeed in our 
efforts largely in proportion as we 
find that natural approach, and 
thus move along the line of least 
resistance. 

A pastor visited a great business 
man in his office. A recent be- 
reavement had befallen the man’s 
family. He talked tenderly of his 
stricken wife and his sorrowing 
daughters, and spoke of their sing- 
ular faith and beautiful devotion. 
The pastor thought he saw a clue 
to the man’s soul. “You love your 
wife and these daughters; you 
grieve for them in their sorrow; 
would you like to do something 
which above all other things would 
bless them and make them su- 
premely happy?” 

Without suspecting what was in 
the pastor’s mind, the man said, “I 
would do anything in the world, 
make any sacrifice, suffer any- 
thing to make my wife and daugh- 
ters supremely happy.” 

The pastor said, quietly and 
earnestly, “The one thing which 
will bring them highest happiness 
will mean no sacrifice for you and 
will call for no suffering. If you 
will this day surrender your heart 
to God and trust Jesus Christ and 
go home and tell your wife and 
daughters that you have done soa, 
their hearts will break for very 
happiness.”’ The tactful pastor had 
found the weak spot in the strong 
man’s armor; he had made the 
one appeal which could win the 
proud, sinful heart. 

The battle was severe, but deci- 
sive. The leader of men, the cap- 
tain of finance, touched in the 
depths of his nature by the mute 
yearning of devout loved ones, 
yielded his soul to the cleansing 
and the keeping of the Friend of 
sinners. 

Find out. and remove. barriers. 
Much of our effort in soul-winning 
is ineffective because we fail at 
this point. We may urge a person 
to believe and trust Christ, when 
we might do better to seek out the 
secret indulgence, the unseen in- 
fluence, which stands between the 
soul and Christ, and urge the con- 
fession and removal of the sin 
which constitutes the unsurmount- 
able barrier. 

A young man was under con- 
viction for sin, and in distress and 
with evident sincerity was seeking 
the Lord. A Christian worker gave 
the usual instruction, presented 
again and again the way of life, 
but was disappcinted in being un- 
able to lead the seeking one to 
the Saviour. The two knelt to 
pray together and the worker ask- 
ed the seeker to offer the prayer, 
“Our Father which art in heaven,” 
etc. He proceeded to the petition, 


“Forgive us our debts as we for- 


give our debtors.” Here the voice 
ceased and the suppliant refused 
to proceed. Suddenly it dawned 
upon the worker that an unfor- 
giving spirit stood in the way. In 
tender but faithful words it was 
made clear that this sin must be 
confessed ‘and forsaken. At last, 
in slow, measured tones, the words 
were uttered, “Forgive us our 
debts as we forgive our debtors.” 
Immediately the light dawned, 
and there was a sense of peace 
and acceptance with God. 

A determination to hold to some 
sinful amusement, an obstinate re- 
fusal to do something which the 
Christian life may seem to require, 
may keep the soul from the king- 
dom of God. Be faithful; urge 
complete surrender and final sub- 
mission. 

Deal with the individual alone. 
There is a delicacy and a sense of 
sensitive shrinking in these deep 


matters of the heart. Young people | 


do not open their inner selves free- 
ly in the presence of their as- 
sociates. The heart may close, and 


the deeper impressions may vanish 
if the question of personal religion 
be urged under such conditions. 
At least one Christian worker re- 
calls the painful ordeals of being 
thus dealt with, and doubtless the 
experience of the one has been the 
experience of many. There are 
times, to be sure, in the great 
congregation when under the pow- 
er of the Spirit it may seem easy 
and natural to speak a word or 
make a plea; at such times there 
may be even greater freedom than 
when two are alone together. The 
point of concern is that. there 
shall be such absence of restraint, 
such easy freedom, as shall in- 
sure that the soul is at liberty 
quietly to face the real issue. 

Pray Much. Whoever will win 
souls must be much in prayer. God 
has appointed certain means, such 
as his word and preaching and 
teaching, for bringing to salvation. 
But these are not sufficient apart 
from the Holy Spirit. No sinner 
ever came under conviction of sin 
save by the power of the Spirit. 
No sinner ever apprehended the 
atonement and appropriated its 
provisions, save through the bless- 
ed Spirit. Whatever gifts we pos- 
sess, whatever influences we bring 
to bear, we must rely first and 
last on the divine Spirit to do His 
mighty work in the heart. 

The Holy Spirit is given in 
answer to prayer. The first Pente- 
cost came at the end of ten days 
of ceaseless prayer. “If ye then, 
being evil, know how to give 
good gifts unto your children, how 
much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask him” (Luke 11:13). 
It is needful that we shall im- 
portune the lost to turn to God, 
but we may not forget nor neglect 
to importune God to be gracious to 
the lost. 

Successful soul-winners without 
exception, have been faithful and 
urgent in prayer. They rely on 
God for guidance as to the per- 
sons whom they shall approach, 
and as to the time and method of 
such approach. They wait on God 
for power, that strange, indefina- 
ble, irresistible power which comes 
through the anointing of the Spirit. 
When their efforts seem to fail

Most of 
these were to pastors or to revival 
committees, regretfully refusing 
invitations for revivals. My time 
is so limited that when I can be a- 
way I plan to go only to the best 
opportunities. Please pray for me 
that God will help me to win many 
thousands of souls in the revival ef- 
forts and thousands more through 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD and the 
Christian literature we are putting 
out around the world. I know God

and hearts are as steel, they turn 
confidently to God and wait for 
help. They breathe the very breath 
of prayer and live in its holy 
atmosphere. 

Lead the person whom you 
would win to pray. Lost souls are 
not saved without prayer, an ear- 
nest cry in their own behalf for 
mercy and pardon. They should 
be directed to approach God in 
prayer; they should be instructed 
as to the petitions which they are 
to make. Especially when we are 
seeking to lead them to a sur- 
render to Christ, we should induce 
them to pray. If we can get them 
to kneel with us for prayer, if we 
can induce them to lift their voices 
to God either in their own words 
or in words which we may sug- 
gest, the way to surrender and 
trust becomes easy. 


Press for a decision. Much of 
our effort to win the lost fails be- 
cause we do not dare to close in 
and strike for a verdict. We bear 
witness in timid fashion and 
hasten to leave the lost soul in 
its indecision. Joshua’s memor- 
able word, ‘‘Choose you this day 
whom ye will serve,’ should be 
cur urgent plea. Are we not con- 
missioned to compel them to come 
in? Such urgency and insistence is 
proper from every viewpoint. The 
peril to which the lost soul is 
exposed, the yearning love of the 
divine heart, the promise of im- 
mediate pardon to the sou that 
yields every high-and worthy con- 
sideration demands that we shall 
patiently and persistently press for 
a decision.—(I'rom the book Win- 
ning to Christ, Broadman Press.

Questions on the Eternal Security of a

I have your letter, and the eight-page leaflet called “In- 
fallible Preof Concerning the Doctrine of Eternal Security” 
by Wilbur J. Powell. You say, “I have read your booklet Can 
a Saved Person Ever Be Lost? I have also read this one en- 
closed,, BOTH quoting Scripture. Kindly enlighten me and 
eliminate those question marks?????” Well, you need to pray 


I have gone over this little leaf- 
let of so-called ‘‘Infallible Proof,” 
and find it very shallow and care- 
lessly written. Many honest, good 
people believe that a saved per- 
son, a born-again child of God can 
be lost. They quote Scriptures, too. 
But then you must remember that 
so do Mormons, Catholics, Chris- 
tian Scientists, Jehovah’s Witness- 
es and every false cult. So you 
need to check up and. see whether 
the Scriptures are properly used 
and whether they say what Mr. 
Powell says they say. I'll go over 
the Scriptures mentioned. 


1. “Whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire” (Rev.

has not committed the unpardon- 
able sin. Anybody who wants to 
be saved can be saved as the 
Scriptures plainly say. “Whoso- 
ever shall call epon the name of 
the Lord shall be saved” (Rom. 
10:13). Again Revelation 22:17 
says, “Whosoever will, let him 
take the water of life freely.”’ The 
man who will can be saved. The 
man who won't, cannot be saved. 
The idea that people want to be 
saved and beg God to save them, 
but that He will not do it is ut- 
terly contrary to the teaching of 
the Bible. 

Many people say to me, “I think 
I have committed the unpardon- 
able sin.’”’ They tell how they’ve 
longed to be saved and they can’t 
get the feeling they want. To all 
such people I plainly say that they 
have not committed the unpardon- 
able sin. The very fact that one 
wants to be saved is proof enough 


that he could be saved. And fool- 
ishly enough, many of these who 
think they have committed the 
unpardonable sin are saved people 
who have definitely trusted Christ 
and have been born again but by 
the teaching of holiness people 
or others who stress emotion, they 
have come to the conclusion that 
they have lost their salvation, and 
that they cannot be saved. Any- 
body who is basing the assurance 
of salvation on his feelings may be 
misled on this question. Salvation 
is by faith, not by feeling. One 
can know he is saved because of 
the plain promises of God in the 
Bible and every Christian ought 
to believe what God has said, that 
one who has come to Christ was 
not turned down, one who called 
on Christ- for salvation received 
it, one who believed in Christ for 
everlasting life got it. That is 
the clear teaching of the Bible. 


4. You ask, “Do you think 
people will have to give account 
for the evil thoughts they have?” 


Yes. Most sins are in the 


thoughts. God forbids lust and/| 


counts it equal to adultery (Matt. 
2:27, 28). God forbids covetous- 
ness, and that is in the thoughts. 
The great command is, “Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart...” and that is a/| 
matter of the thoughts. In Isaiah | 
55:7 God commands the unright- | 


eous man to forsake his thoughts. | 
In Matthew 15:19 Jesus says that | 


evil thoughts proceed out of the 
heart, and so would be judged. 
However, it is important to note, 
that when God speaks of thought 
as a sin, He means the intention 
of the heart. For example, a man 


might think about sex matters 
and it would not be a sin neces- 
sarily. But if one deliberately 
wants that which is not right, and 
chooses to seek to have that 
which is wrong, then that would 
be a sin certainly. Temptation is 
not necessarily a sin as long as 
one does not consent to it, does 
not seek it. It is the honest in- 
tention of the heart which God 
regards. If one intends to do 
wrong that is the same as doing 
wrong. If one does not intend to 
do wrong, a thought is not neces- 
sarily evil. Of course we should 
guard our hearts and thoughts 
very carefully to keep from temp- 
tation. We would be guilty if we 
encouraged temptation or did not 

resist it.

who is written in the book of life 
and who is saved can have his 
name blotted out. Actually that is 
not the issue at all. Moses. and 
God were not talking about the 
book of life but about prophecies 
and plans for the nation Israel. 
This Scripture is given just after 
Moses came down off of Mount 
Sinai and found the “people of 
Israel dancing naked, around the 
e olden calf. In the same chapter, 
in Exodus 32:9, 10, we find what 
Kod is talking about. “And the 
Lord said unto Moses, I have seen 
this people. .. Now therefore let me 
alone, that my wrath may wax 
hot against them, and that I may 
consume them: and I will make of 
thee a great nation.’ God is not 
talking about blotting out saved 
people from the book of life. He 
is talking about killing off these 
rebellious Jews and not using them 
to establish a nation in Palestine. 
Instead He says He will take Moses 
and his famNy and make a nation 
of them. 

Later God did blot out of His 
plans for a national Israel all 
these men, twenty years old and 
upward, letting them die in the} 
Wilderness before He took the peo- | 
ple into Palestine, and their chil- | 
dren inherited the land in their, 
stead. 

Does any sensible reader believe 
that everybody in the nation Israel 
Was converted, saved, and so had 
his name written in the book of 
life for eternal salvation? And 
does anybody believe that Moses 
wanted to go to Hell, too, if these 
Jews did? No, that is not what the 
Bible says and it is not what it 
means and it is only shallow think- 
ang and careless study of the Word 
of God that would use a Scripture 
out of its connection, to try to 
prove what it does not say, like 
this. 

3. “And if any man shall take 
away from the words of the book 
of this prophecy, God shall take 
wway his part out of the book of 
life, and out of the holy city, and 
from the things which are writ- 
ten in this book” (Rev. 22:19.) 

Our friend quotes this Scripture 
es if it taught that God - would 
take away a saved person’s salva- 
tion. But that is not what it says 
mor what it means. 

He forgets that many times in 
the Bible we are told that God 
provided salvation for everybody. 
Everybody had a part in Christ’s 
atoning death. Everybody has 
room provided for him in Heaven, 
if he will but come to Christ and 
be saved. 

First Timothy 4:10 speaks of 
“the living God, who is the Sav- 
tour of all men, specially of those 
that believe.” Christ is the Sav- 
iour of all men, though the salva- 
tion does not take effect except 
with those who believe. 

First John 2:2 tells us, “And he 
is the propitiation for our sins: and 
not for ours only, but also for the 
sins of the whole world.” Every 
man’s sins has been paid for. Hea- 
ven has been provided for every 
gman. A part in the book of life is 
provided and offered to every 
man. 

Revelation 22:17, just two verses 
above ‘the one we are discussing, 
says, “Whosoever will, let him 
take the water of life freely.” And 
with this in mind, that salvation 
is provided for everybody. The Lord 
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s Salvation 


says that those who take away 
from the Word of God, those who 
do not believe the Bible, therefore 
miss the chance for Heaven. The 
part in the holy city that was 
meant for them is taken .from 
them. The place in the book of 
life which was*meant for them is 
taken from them. 


You see one who does not be- 
lieve the Bible cannot trust the 
Christ of the Bible with saving 
faith. If a lost sinnér wants his 
part in the book of life and in the 
heavenly Jerusalem, he must be- 
lieve in the Christ of the Bible 
and take Him as Saviour. Revela- 
tion 22:17 does not teach ‘that a 
saved person loses saivation. 


In the tract you sent me the 
author misspells Calvinism mak- 
ing it Calvanism. He says Dr. 
Joseph A. Seiss is “doubtless the 
greatest theologian since the a- 
postles” but very few would agree. 

Mr. Powell ignores the clear 
'teaching of the Bible that Chris- 
tians are born again, are partak- 
ers of the divine nature, have 
| their sins blotted out, that they 
‘have everlasting life, that they will 
inever come into condemnation, 
that they are justified, and that 
‘Christ, our High Priest, ever in- 
tercedes for them. Such a great 
doctrine deserves more. careful 
study than that! 


You ought to consider that if a 
person keeps himself saved by 
his good works, then salvation is 
by works instead of by grace. 
That is the gospel which the Ro- 
man Catholic Church and the 
lodges and so-called moral: men 
all teach. But it is not the doctrine 
of the Bible. ‘For by grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not 
‘of yourselves: it is the gift of 
God: Not of works, lest any man 
should boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9).
